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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented in pages 2 and 3 of 
the Response to Final Office Action have been carefully reviewed but fail to be persuasive. First, Imai clearly discloses in sectio 0079 
"SiC + M -> MSI + C{2) SIC +M -> MC + Si. When M is for a metallic material." Also, Imai discloses that the previous mentioned reaction 
is not occurring at the temperature 700 °C or less. In other words, the reaction would occur if the temperature is higher than 700 °C. 
Second.the melting point of platinum is 1769 °C, Iridium is 2454 **C and Ruthenium is 2500 **C (see attached Periodic Table of the 
Elements). In order to depositing the platinum layer (118) on the SiC layer (117), the temperature of the platinum material must be above 
the melting point (1769 "C). Thus, the platinum layer (118) is producing the above mentioned reaction on the SiC layer (117). Therefore, 
the flat metal layer 118 of Imai includes metal carbide as required by claim 1. 
For the above reasons, the rejection is maintained. 
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
